‘There are no Jess than @ight of them, all 
dressed in blue uniform frocks, white pantaloonsjskid boots, epau- 
lettes, and smiles. The incident of the epaulette On which the piece 
turns is ingenious ; and if we remember right, derived from a ballet, 
peoduced with great success, not, long ago at Paris. We have re 
room for the plot, which is the less matter, as it is not very material, 
und all our readers should go and see it for themselves.
